Mrs. Estes had been awakened early in 
the night by a noise in the house and 
she feared there might be a burglar at 
work. <Arising, shé aceég an auto- 
matic pistol upon the Bable by her wa] 
but later fell asleep. jpon the arrtval 
of Mr. Estes she awak@hed, but present- 
ly fancied she heard e noise repated, 
Calling io Mr, Estes, Bhe told him she 
thought there might b@ea burglar in the 
house and asked him take the pistol 
and make a search, reached for the 
pistol, and as Mrs. Es was handing it 
to him it was disehar , the bullet en- 
tering Mr. Estes’ right§temple. 

Mrs. Estes, althouglg in a state of 
wild alarm, retained Ber coolness and 
courage, and telephon for friends of 
Mr. Bstes, who came hurriedly and had 
him removed to the hospital. Surgeons 
probed for, found and remdved the bul- 
let. The skull was badiy shutilated, and 
it is said the optic nerves may have 
been either destroyed or severely in- 
jured. Mr. Estes is a man of remarka- 
bly large statue, and is 48 years of age. 
Three years ago he was married to Mrs. 
Swift, of Columbus, Ga. He has been 
with the Central of Georgia for many 
years, and is a man of wide and gen- 


eral popularity. 

Mr. Estes came to Savannah ten years 
ago from Columbus,’Ga. His home was 
at Hapeville, near Atlanta, where his 
father and mother reside. His parents 
were notified of the accident, and his 
sister reached Savannah from Hapeville 
tonight.

16 BATTLESHIPS. 
ANCHOR AT RIO 


Second Leg of Long Cruise to 
Pacific Completed, 


ROYAL WELCOME FOR FLEET 


Thousands of Persons Lined the 
Water Front at Rio and 
Cheered the Warships 
as They Entered 
the Harbor. 


——— 


Rio Janeiro, January 12.—The Ameri- 
can fleet of sixteen battleships enterea 
the port of Rio Janetro at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, after a passage trom 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, more than 
3,000 miles, unmarred by serious acci- 
dent, replete with interesting incidents 
and ending with a roval weicome from 
the thousands that had gathered to 
to greet the visitors. 

The fleet weighed anchor at 4 o'clock 
on the afternoon of December 29, at 
Port of Spain, and exactly at 4 o'clock 
today the vessels were swinging at their 
anchors in this beautiful harbor, All 
of the battieships are here, but the 
Supply ships, Culgoa and Glacier, are 
Still at sea, not having been able to 
keep along with the others. The fleet 
has Dew covered about 4,600 mues, 
about One-third of the distance of the 
Voyage to San Francisco. 


Great Crowds Watch Fleet. 

Early in the morning the crowds be- 
gan to gather in the Streets of Rio 
Janeiro, anc long before the Signal 
flags were hoisted announcing the ap- 
proach of the American ships of war 
thousands of curioug spectators haa 
taken up the points of vantage on pub- 
lic buildings and the elevated quays. 
When the fleet steamed into the har- 
bor, under the splendia mountains that 
frame the bay, beautiful in the tropical 
sun, it was a spectacle incomporable to 
tne eye. 

Word that the fleet had passed Cape 
Frio, about 46 miles out, was received 
at 8:30 o'clock, and immediately scores 
of tugs and other Small craft crowded 
with spectators set out to meet the 
visitors and accompanied them to the 
anchorage. Outlined against the hort- 
zon the great battleships, stretched out 


in one long line, came slowly through 
the passage into the bay. 


Flagship in Lead. 

The Connecticut, Rear Admiral Evans’ 
flagship, was in the lead, with the Bra- 
zalian cruisers, dressed in gala attire 
fon either side. Passing the fortresses 
the Connecticut fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns, which was responded to by the 
Brazilian warships, the German cruiser 
Bremen and the shore guns. The yaris 
and fighting tops were manned, and 
cheers upon cheers were given for the 
splendid passage of the flagship and 
her sister ships. 

As soon as the anchorage was made, 
the Brazilian minister of marine, Ad- 
miral Alencar, the captain of the port, 
the American consul, G. E. Anderson, 
the commandants of naval divisions 
and the civic authorities, went on

Monster Demonstration to Express 
Disapproval Government's 
Refusal of Demand for Uni- 
versal Suffrage—Many 
Injured, but No 
One Killed,

Berlin, January 1!2.—The determina- 
tion of the sooialists to secure direct 
universal suffrage, combined with their 
indignation against Chancellor Von 
Buelow'’s curt declaration refusing 
their demand, gave rise today to an un- 
usual scene and a monster popular 
demonstration, accompanied by disor- 
ders in the streets of the Prussian 
capital in which 4,000 organized social- 
ists participated, while 30,000 sympa- 
thizers from time to time actively 
joined in the manifestations. 

Many Women in Throngs. 

Among the features of today’s up- 
rising was the number of women who 
engaged in the demonstration and they 
appeared even more earnest in their 
activities than the men. The authori- 
ties took the sternest measures to 
prevent outrages and the strictest pre- 
cautions to protect the assembly and 
other public buildings and Prince Von 
Buelow’s residence from the outburst 
of fury. Crowds in the street were 
dispersed and collisions between pro- 
cessions of manifestants and the po- 
lice resulted in the injury fo a con- 
siderable number of the demonstrators, 
but so far as is known no fatality 
occurred in this city. 

The police refrained from making 
arrests except in case of extreme vio- 
lence. The movement extends through- 
out Prussia, where the socialists are 
exceptionally numerous in the country. 
Reports recefved from other cities, 
however, do not indicate that the 
demonstrations there were accompanied 
by violence. 

Notwithstanding the police commis- 
sioners’ warning that repressive meas- 
ures would be applied, many thousand 
socialists gathered in the morning at 
the six hundred local headquarters of 
various districts of the capital and 
thence proceeded in groups, singing 
revolutionary songs, towards the eight 
halls in the city, where the mass meet- 
ing had been announced. 

Socialists Were Determined. 

The socialists showed great determi- 
nation in their attempts to hold pos- 
session, although the police made en- 
ergetic endeavors to prevent this. Long 
before the hour of noon, the time fixed 
to begin the meetings, all the halis 
were compl:tely packed and the police 
drew up in force around the doors to 
hold the crowdg in check. Those who 
could not get within the buildings were 
driven into the adjoining streets by 
squads of police. Ineide the halls the 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed, the ex- 
citement increasing as the speakers 
denounced the action of Chancellor Von 
Buelow whose name was received with 
loud hissing. The spe.«ers did not ad- 
vise violence, but declared that if vio- 
lence occurred the responsibility would 
fall upon the police and the privileged 
classes who refused the people their 
rights. 

Resolutions favoring universal sur- 
frage and a secret ballot were adopted 
by acclamation, after which the audl- 
ence streamed into the streets. The 
police immediately attempted to disperse 
the throngs, which showed an evident 
intention to march in procession’ to- 
wards the palace square. In most cases 
th- processions were ¢00n broken up, 
the police displaying the utmost en- 
ergy. 

The formidable cclumns, however, 
marched as far as Alexander-Platz, 
within a short distance of the empe- 
ror’s ‘palace, where the police charged 
them, using the flat~ of their sabres

This group, which is well 
called ‘tReconciliation,’ consists of 4 
confederate soldier clasping the hand 
of a federal soldier and beside them 1S 
the furled flag. On the foue pedestals 
of the monument are lists men and 
officers who served in the New York 
troops with brief histories of the en- 
gagements of the campaign for Chat- 
tanooga which culminated in the bat- 
tles of Missionary Ridge and Lookout 
Mountain.

Chicago, January !2.—Chicago and its 
environs were cut off for several hours 
today from wire communications from 
other points by a snow and wind etorm 
which began before dawn and raged 
without a break all day. Snow continues 
to fall tonight. 

A northeast gale drove blinding 
masses of wet snow before it. The 
warmth of the atmosphere caused tne 
heavy flakes partly to melt and to atick 
to whatever they touched. As a conse- 
quence overburaenéd wires and poles 
were put out of commission in all di- 
rections ané& wire communications are 
at a standstill far hours. 

Faéctric car lines to suburbs 
blocked and even the downtown quar- 
ter transportation was slow and uncer- 
tain. 

The fire alarm telegraph service of 
Chicago was so much crippled that 
half of the alarms received at the cen- 
tral station could not be communicated 
to the engine companies by the uSual 
means and many delays in sending ap- 
paratus to a burning building were 
recorded. None of the fires resulted se-

PEOPLE GREATLY EXCITED 


Popular Hatred of the French | 
Forced Moslem Priests to Pro- 
claim Mulai Hafid Suitan 
and to Declare a 
Holy War. 


Tangier, January !2.—There is much 
consternation among Moroccan officials 
at the sensational news from Fez, an- 
nouncing the proclaiming of Mulai Hafid 
as sultan and the dangerous conditions 
now prevailing in that city. Couriers 
who have arrived here announce also 
that the people of Mequinez have pro- 
claimed Mulai Hafid sultan. Accord- 
ing to latest information from Fez, the 
or wisemen, were forced to 
decree the overthrow of Abd-El-Aziz, 
the sultan of record, and “proclaim 
Mulai Hafid sultan in his place, by the 
attitude of the populace who were 
greatly excited over reports that Abd- 
El-Aziz had sold the country to France. 

Mulai Hafid was proclaimed sultan 
under certain conditions, which he must 
accept together with the title. Among 
these conditions are the following: 
That he reject the Algeciras act; ex- 
pel the French troops from Morocco, 
prohibit access to the interior of BEu- 
ropeans, who, with the Jews, it is set 
forth, should be allowed to occupy only 
quarters in the ports reserved for them; 
prohibit Moorish subjects from placing 
themselves under the protection of for- 
eign consulates, secure Morocco’s rights 
in the frontier question with Algeria

and suppress taxation. 
France Greatly ‘mbarrassed, 

Paris, January 1!2.—The French gov- 
ernment is greatly embarrassed at the 
unexpected turn of events in Morocco. 
The proclaming of Mulai Hafid sultan, 
at Fez, was coincident with the arrival 
in Paris of Mohammed Sidi Bl Mokhri, 
who came here as finance minister to 
Abd-El-Aziz to negotiate a loan of $30,-

No Ambiguity About 
Tariff Sheets, 


Washington, January 12.—It has been 
determined by the interstate commerce 
commission that the statement of rates 
and fares filed in the application of 
those rates and fares shall be affirma- 
tive and definite. Many tariffs on file 
prior 1o May |, 1907, contain long and 
short haul clauses, alternative rate or 
fare provisions, or other rules which 
make the application of the rates or 
fares uncertain, more particularly as to 
intermediate stations not specified in 
the tariff; and some such rules, through 
misunderstanding, have been included 
in tariffs issued since May !, 1907, ' 

In special tariff circular No. 6, just 
issued, the following statemenf of the 
attitude of the body is made: 


“The commission desires and requires 
that at the earliest practicable date all 
such features and practices as are above 
referred to shall be eliminated from 
tariffs and discontinued either by sup- 
plement or by reissue of tariff. 
not underestimate the volume of work 
in checking of rates and fares and prep- 
aration of tariffs that is involved; it 
appreciates she efforts and the progress 
that have been made thus far; and, as 
an aid in simplification and directness 
in providing and applying lawful tariff 
charges, and to avoid hardship to ship- 
pers or passengers at intermediate sta- 
tions which would otherwise be left 
without rates or fares which they have 
heretofore enjoyed, and with the un- 
derstanding that this Work will be earn- 
estly pursued with the purpose of eom- 
pleting it the date named, 
the commission decides that until July 
1, 19086, carriers may continue the use 
and present application of tariffs which 
were issued prior to January 15, 1908, 
and which contain rules of the’ character 
hereinbefore referred to, or under which, 
without specific provision in the tariffs 
therefor, the rates or fares have been 
applied at intermediate stations, and ex- 
cepting those tariffs which, before July 
|, are corrected by supplements of re 
placed by new issues. ‘Tariffs issued 
subsequent to January 15, [908/' must 
not contain any such rules as are herein 
considered nor apply in any manner not 
affirmatively provided therein. 

“\Kaoh carrier that has tariffs contain- 
ing any of the rules referred . to, or 
which, without containing such rules, 
are applied at stations not specified 
therein, will, on or before (February 1}, 
tile with the commission a étabement 
showing by. interstate commefce com- 
mission numbers all of the tariffs of its 
issue which contain such rules or which 


both local and joint tariffs that are is- 
sued (by the carrier making the lst, and 
similar lists of their issue wild be fur- 
nished to the commission on the first of 
April and on the first of June, from 
which will pe omitted such tariffs as 
have been corrected or reéssued.”

Financial Condition in New York 
Is Reported Normal 


CREDIT BASIS EXPANDED 


Effect of This Increase of Money 
Has Been Pronounced in the Se- 
curity Market—Money Mar- 
Kets of the World Re- 
spond to Changed 
Conditions, 


New York, January 
Cleari~y up of the banking situation 
and the release of large supplies of 
credits to the money markets were tne 
important features of last week's 
events in the financial world. 

The New York bank statement of the 
previous week gave the first decisive 
outline of the turn in the situation. 
The statement on Saturday showing 4 
$6,000,000 surplus, has brilliantly con- 
firmed the week's impressions. The 
effect has spread throughout the money 
markets of the world and has sent 
supplies back into the loan market 
with something like a rush, 

It was obvious that funds which had 
been withheld through a lingering epirit 
of distrust of the banks’ position or as 
a precaution against possible extra de- 
mands were returning freely to central 
reserve points. The basis of credits is 
greatly expanded by this process. The 
surrender of privilege of deposit of 
part of their casu in the reserve and 
central reserve cities and recall 
home in the panic was the central] fac- 
tor in producing the banking crisis and 
the retention of this cash was the cause 
of the prolongation of the crisig and 
the maintenance of the premium on 
currency 
The anxiety caused

pated, so far as accommodation to 
solvent business is concerned. New 
York has ceased to draw gold from 
London and rapid recuperation of the 
Bank of England bullion holdings has 
followed. The Bank of France marked 
down its official discount rate from 
4 to 31-2 per cent and market rates of 
discount receded in all the foreign 
markets. In New York the most impor- 
tant effect of the new developments 
was the springing up of an active de- 
mand for commercial papers, which 
effectively relieved the deadlock in that 
department and quieted the fears of 
widspread embarrassments in the mer- 
cantile world from inability ta secure 
extension of large maturing obligadions, 

In the security market, the effect of 
this increase of facilities for conduct- 
ing speculative operations has been 
pronounced, The resulting outbreak of 
speculation showed increasing anima- 
tion and was stimulated by various 
professional devices and by the dis- 
semination of rumors of important de- 
velopments. The need of a large un- 
covered short interest was an impor- 
tant contributing factor to the rapid

The Disposition of Liquor Seiz- 
ed by Officers Troubles 
Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., January !2.—Attorney 
General Hart has been asked for a rul- 
ing ag to the disposition that shall be 
made of liquors that may be seized in 
this county, in cases where there are 
convictions, under the prohibition law. 
In a raid made several days ago on 
the place of H. H. Oelerich, where two 
barrels of whiskey, 136 bottles of case 
goods, two barrels of bottled beer and 
a lot of assorted stuff wag taken, the 
goods have been stored in the county 
court house. 

Oelerich says the stock was not his, 
but the property of some one else. The 
county authorities now want to know 
what disposition to make of the liquor, 
It cannot be sold under warrant to 
satisfy the costs of the court in trial 
of the case because of the provisions of 
the prohibition law. 

This is the first question of the kind 
raised so far, though it is highly prob- 
able that others will follow. In a raid 
made last night on the place of J. E. 
Allen over $1,000 worth of whiskey was 
taken by the officers.

‘The destruction Dy 
fire and by wasteful cutting and use 
brings the yearly diminishing of the sup- 
ply to at least one hundred billion feet. 
The annual cut is about three times the 
annual growth, and the existence of the 
present forests, under the most sanguine 
hopes, cannot be much more than thirty 
years. The consumption rer capita ot 
the population of the United States in 
1880 was 360 feet. It was 440 feet In 
1906. The population increased in the 
intervening twenty-six years from fifty 
millions to probably eighty-five millions. 

As the government foresters point out, 
the destruction of commercially valua- 
ble timber is but one side of the ques- 
tion. The forests are the natural reser- 
voirs for streams and irrigation. By the 
spongy soil of the forest, made and kept 
absorbent by the roots of trees and 
protected by moss, ferns and under- 
growth, the stream supply is regulated 
through the varying seasons ol the 
year. Drought and flood alike are pre- 
vented and the irrigation of the lower 
planes is conserved. 

Rain falling on the leaves of trees, 
slowly and gradually finds its way 
into the porous earth beneath, the dis- 
astrous erosion of soil is prevented, 
and in nature's own way the beds of 
streams are kept in their normal clean 
condition: silt and detritus are kept 
from clogging the channels of naviga- 
ble rivers and constantly filling the 
harbors. The enormous appropriations 
by congress for river and harbor im- 
provement are largely demanded as 4a 
result of the wasteful denudation of 
forest lands. The question, therefore, be- 
comes one of economics, whether it is

In the Appalachian mountain surface, 
south of Pennsylvania, 
acres of forest land, covered mostly 
with hardwoods. The area of hardwood 
forest in Pennsylvania, New York and 
New England brings the total to about 
75,000,000 acres. The mountain ranges 
from Maine to northern Alabama shouid 
be made to produce most of the coun- 
try’s supply of hardwood, because there 
is no other use to which the surface 
can be put permanently or profitably. 
That it cannot be farmed successfully 
has been proved in thousands of cases.

Location of the Reserve. 


The recent report to congress by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture James Wilson rec- 
ommends the acquisition by the United 
States government of areas not to ex- 
ceed 600,000 acres in the White moun- 
tain and not more than 5.000.000 acres 
in the southern Appalachians, for the 
establishment of national forests. The 
jand recommended for government own- 
ership or control in the south, lies in 
the Blue Ridge, the Great Smoky, Cum- 


berland and Allegheny mountains of the 
Virginias, North and South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Kentucky and northern 


Georgia and Alabama. Thus the ques- 
tion becomes one of great moment to 
the south. 

Seoretary Wilson’s report is the fruit 
of an appropriation of $25,000 by the 
last congress for an investigation of 
the soils, erosion, water power, and the 
commercial aspects of the entire ques- 
tion of forestry. He emphasizes the 
fact that prompt action by congress is 
essential to arrest the rapid advance to- 
ward barrenness and sterility of the en- 
tire region. The nation’s hardwood sup- 
ply rests in the control of the Ap- 
palachians. A liberal estimate of 
the standing hardwood timber in these 
ranges makes it four hundred billion 
feet, enough to last at the present rate 
of consumption only sixteen years. Un- 


be made to produce annually an out- 
put about equal to three-quarters of the 
present demand. 

“If the Appalachian forests are man- 
aged right and taken soon enough they 
will insure continuously the hardwood 
supply of the country and do it with- 
out exhausting the forest. In fact, it 
can be done so that the systematic 
treatment will, at the same time, im- 
prove the forest,’ is the declaration of 
Assitsant Forester Hall. 

More Than Self-Sustaining. 


Under the plans recommended by the 
the establishment of national 
in the Appalachians will not 
only reduce the appropriations for main- 
tenance in normal condition of the riv- 
ers and harbors under national control, 
but it will provide a revenue sufficient 
to meet the entire cost of policing, pro- 
tecting and maintaining the forests and 
leave a surplus, 


This revenue would come from the 
Sale of timber at prices remunerative 
to the lumberman, and from the sale 


af motive power from the streams fed 


from the forests. The plan contem- 
plates cutting and selling the “ripe’’ 
timber, that which shoul@ be removel 
at maturity. It plans the conservation 


by national control of wne of the na- 
tion's greatest and richest crops, which 
cannot be properly conserved under | 
state or individual management, a crop/ 
which matures, not in a season, but in 
a hundred years. 

The machinery of the United States is 
million horse-power. Much the larger 
of which is variously estimated by dif-/ 
ferent engineers. The streams having 
their rise in the southern Appalachians 
afford, under present conditions, by the 
estimate of the forestry bureau, a min- 
imum of 2,740,000 horse-power. Devel- 
opment of storage factilties would _§ in- 
crease this from three to thirty times. 
At least one-half of the presents min- 
imum power is now available for eco- 
nomic uses. On this basis Seoretary 
Wilson says the rental of i/,350,uWu 
horse-power at $20 per horse-power per 
year, would be worth $27,000,000. The 
secretary further declares that any 
reservoir system daveloped in the south- 
ern Appalacians is foredoomed to fail- 


ure, unless the water sheds which 
would feed it, shall be kept under for- 
est. -Even the present available power 


would be materially lessenea or practi- 
cally destroyed. 

J. E. Stirrine, of Greenville, S. C., one 
of the most eminent electrica] én- 
gineers of the country. whose entire 
business life has been devoted to the 
study of the questions, says: “Within 
region covered by the Appalachian 
district, there is available at the pres- 
ent time approximately 3,500,000 horse- 
power, on a basis of 60 hours a week, 
and this power has a market value 
when developed, of something over $75.- 
000,000 per annuum, which means _in- 
terest at 3 per cent on two and a half 
billion dollars, or two and a half times 
the national debt of the United States. 

In It Worth Saving? 

‘That this vast natural

“ Editor Constitution: I: have been following 
Closely the development of recent political, 
economic and industrial history in this state 
in connection with the so-called ‘“‘squabble’’ 
between newspapers of divergent belief in 
Atlanta and other sections of Georgia.

“These 
States are cooperating with the national] 
government in forest preservation and 
cultivation, but in the main, only owner« 
ship by the federa] government can af- 
ford to raise the big timber with which 
the forests once abounded. Forestry 
schools have been established which are 
furnishing material for a body of 
trained experts in woodcraft. Many of 
the graduates of these schools go di- 
rect into private employ. The rest enter 
the service of state or nation. They 
are building up a profession of forestry 
which will be a most important factor 
in solving the problem. The national 
bureau, under the lead of National For- 
ester Gifford Pinchot, enploys about one 
thousand men, of whom 150 are traineg 
foresters. 

Several European countries long ago 
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appreciated the warning of experience, * 


like that which the United States ig just 
beginning to admit. The Freneh RoOvV- 
ernment already has spent more than 
forty million dollars, and will spend 
more, to repair the mischief of defores- 
tation. Good results already have more 
than balanced the expenditure. Geymany 
for years has maintained government 
control of many of her great forests, 
and the undertaking has proved a finan- 
cial and economic success. 
Tp to Congress. 

The practical question of greatest Im- 
portance directly to the forty millions 
of the state 
immediately interested and especially 
of the great central southern states, and 
indirectly to every citizen of the coun- 
try, is what is congress going to do 
about it? How soon will that august 
body realize what every practical man 
in the republic, who has given the mat- 
ter careful thought, realizes and knows?

Further- 
more, he hag not attended the hearings 
before the committee and paid only 
casual attention to the newspaper ac- 
counts of the proceedings. He, there- 
fore, does not feel competent to vote 
as a juror. 

Senator Foraker has not been moved 
from his original belief that the ne- 
croes are innocent. It is probable 
that Senator Bulkeley of Connecticut 
will line-up with him. The other re- 
publican members are expected to vote 
to sustain the president in so far as 
the exercise of authority is involved. 
This being presidential year, however, 
even the republicans hesitate to do 
anything that would alienate the negro 
vote from the republican nominee. 

The democratic members of the com- 
mittee will probably go a step further 
than to approve the dismissal of com- 
panies B, C and D of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry, and will vote to eliminate the 
negro entirely as an integral part of 
the regular army. 

There are now in the army four regi- 
ments of negro troops, the Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty-fifth infantry and 
the Ninth and Tenth cavalry. While 
it must be said to their credit, that

Philippines in time of war, it is also 
true that in time of peace they have 
been addicted to rioting and insubordi- 
ration. An order of the war depart- 
ment sending negro troops to any army 
post in the country, north or south, 
is sure to raise a storm ef protests 
from the people living in the vicinity 
of the post. 

Two regiments of negroes are now in 
the Philippines and at the time they 
weré ordered to the Orient it was re- 
ported the United States government 
had decided upon this move as a solu- 
tion. It will be recalled this brought 
forth a vigorous protest from Senator 
Tillman, who expressed indignation at 
what he termed the inhumanity of 
turning loose whole regiments of negro 
soldiers upon the people of a half- 
civilized and defenceles country, De- 
portation will not solve the problem, 
because under the rotation plan the ne- 
groes cannot be Kept in the Philippines. 
Many army officers coincide in, the 
view that the best solution would be to 
muster out of the service all the ne- 
gro troops. Two bills providing for 
this were introduced in the last con- 
gress and their unhappy fate offers lit- 
tle ground for the hope that a similar 
measure would stand any better chance 
in a republican congress.

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SYSTEMATIC FARMING. 


A recent writer says: ‘Crop manage- 
ment is a scheme, not a lot of prac- 
tices."’ It were more to the purpose of 
this article to say that farm manage- 
ment is a system, not a lot of hap- 
hazard practices. Every farm owner at 
the beginning of his work should 
formulate in his mind some sor: of sys- 
tem, or general scheme, by which the 
wiuole business is to be regulated. Such 
a system will be more or less elaborate 
and comprehensive according to the 
farmers intelligent grasp of the prin- 
ciples of farming, their relation to each 
and the conditionsthat surround 
Or what are called the environ- 
ments. Such a system may not be 
formulated once and for all in its en- 
tirety and completeness, . but must 
necessarily be the subject of develop- 
ment, or evolu‘ion, subject to change or 
amendment, according to the ight 
furnished by increasing experience, ac- 
quired intelligence and skill and chang- 
lug conditions,

of scheme or general plan will hardly 
realize satisfactory results. There will 
as many ‘“‘misses,’’ and perhaps 
more, as ‘hits,’ and his progress will 
be spasmodic and the results uncertain, 
ln proportion as he gains experience and 
acquires a thore thorough knowledge of 
principles and practice he will be able 
to correct errors, amend defects in his 
practices and gradually perfect a sya- 
tem which, as such, will be permanent

In addition, or subordinaie to the 
general system, a farmer should formu- 
late, at the beginning of each year, a 
fairly well defined and comprehensive 
scheme of the year’s operations. This 
annual scheme should fit into the gen- 
eral scheme and be in agreemnent with 
if and not a violent departure from it, 
unless deliberately intended as a per- 
manent change or amendment based on 
experience gained or as an experiment 
looking to guch possible change.

At the beginning of one’s career, or 


posts of stable manure, woods moki, for- 
est leaves, eic., and concentrated ferti- 
lizer chemicals, such as acid phosphate, 
has almost entirely gone out of use. The 
emall advantage of securing a more 
rapid decomposition of the rough mate- 
rials ig not sufficient to justify the 
great expense of labor required to qo 
the work, excepting for special purposes, 
such a8 greenhouse work, etc. The best 
disposition to make of stable manure 
is to get it out onto and into the soil 
as directly and as speedily as may be 
convenient, the aim being to handle it 
as little as possible. There is no doubt 
of the fact thar green, unfermented sta- 
ble manure proves more effective when 
hauled out and spread upon the land 
anj plowed in, or scattered in bedding 
furrows and listed on, as long as poss!i- 
ble before planting the crop that is to 
be grown on the land. Fine woods mold 
may also be hauled directly to the ueld 
and scattered in the bedding furrows. 
Course material, such as pine straw and 
leaves, may best be used to bed the 
Stalls and open lot. Such coarse mate- 
rials convey very little plant food to 
the soil, Dut it is the decayed vegeiabile 
matter, or humus, that does the good. 

If your stable manure is of good qual- 
ity you may eafely consider that one 
ton of it will supply about as much plant 
food as would be supplied by from 100 
to 125 pounds of.cotton seed meal, or 
about 8 to 10 bushels of rotted (killed) 
cotton seed. On this basis you may 
substitute the stable manure in place of 
a portion, or all, of the cotton meal in the 
formulas for corn and cotton that I have 
been recommending for years past. 

For instance take the following:

Belew bel olay eae 
Now, in place of the 671 pounds of cot- 
ton meal you could substitute six or 
seven tons of good stable manure, or you 
might leave off half of the meal and 
put 3 to 3% tons of stable manure in ita 
place. The whole of the formula, just 
as it is above, or modified as just sug- 
gested, might be applied to about 3 or 4 
acres if you want to make a real good 
crop of cotton. But in no case are you 
obliged to mix the manure with the 
other ingredients before applying. Open 
the furrows, put in the stable manure 
as soon as you please, then at two or 
three weeks before planting add the 
other ingredients and bed on the same.

I send you a self- 
addressed envelope and ask you to give us 
the address of some few concerns who can 
supply us with these ifigredients. We want to 
make a fertilizer without using cotton seed 
meal if it is possible and practical. Some 
Claim nitrate of soda will not do. 

Answer—We have no difficulty in get- 
ting high grade cotton seed mea! in 
Georgia, where all meal is subject to in- 
spection and to contain strict require- 
ments as to quality. The laws of this 
state fully protect farmers. In exchang- 
ing seed at $!5 per ton for meal at 
$22.50 per ton the farmer gets about 
1,333 pounds of meal for one ton of seed.
